In 1862 he left his home in Waterford,
Ireland, and sailed for Australia, by the
steamer Great Britain.

Three years were spent-
there. en word came of the discovery of

In November, 1865, they started and were
landed npon 1ts western and wild coast at a
point where now stands the thriving little
city of Greymouth, Tluf had some rifles,
and all were equi with picks, shovels,
s tin dish for panning out the gold and an
adeze. 1n the way of provisions they had
some tea and sugsr, bacon and flour. The
aleo had some tents. Usually their bedz
were made of the bonghs of trees. Takin,
up their picks and going from the beac
into the bush and striking them into the
earth they almost imm y found pay-
inssim of gold.

y means of a magnifying glass they dis-
covered minute though abundant particles
of gold in the nuf and soil -ron; the
streams, This they torned into sluees and

ded over the porous leaves of the cactus

ngeniously placed for the purpose, The
fine gold would,lodge in the pores of the
leaves, whioh they afterward gathered care-
fully up and burped, and in the ashes
would then find the gold. This original
adaptation of primitive means was the idea
of one of the men whose name Halpin ean-
not now recall.
